ing room of the Mereantile Trust Co. 

The jury was being sworn in when the theft was committed. 
Hogan was sent for. He told of the crime, and the indictment 
of Sellick was voted. 

The thief was captured on the front steps of the bank while 
he was attempting to pass the money to another man, who waited 
for him there. He wore many diamonds and had a gold watch 


and money in his pockets. 
\ithin half an hour after his arrest | 369 jn 
Supt. John Shea of the Bertillon Bureau, 
identified him as ‘Kid’ Burke, atthe 1° 
Fisher, a bank sneak known to the po- 
lice of every large city in the United 
States, and in Paris and London.

He was 
then the Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor of Missouri. Mr. Bell, the secre- 
tary, and Mr. Bassford, assistant secre- 
tary of the committee, with my consent, 
procured from the Post-"dispatch the 
plate of that front page and from it 
printed many thousand copies and sent 
them all over the State. 

“There was not a word in that entire 
sheet about any candidate, elther Re- 
publican or Democrat, save Mr. Wal- 
bridge, and not a cent was paid to the 
Post-Dispatch for that plate. 

Will Not Resign. 

“Several papers in the State are loud 
in their demands for my resignation 
as State chairman, and yet these sante 
papers saw no impropriety in Sam 
Cook: holding onto the chairmanship 
until he was nominated in 1900. They 
also suggest that I resign the circuit 
judgeship.

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SURGEONS TAKE HIS HEART 
OUT, STITCH IT BETWEEN 
BEATS; MAN STILL ALIVE 


Athlete So Well After Operation 
That He Identifies Man Who 
Stabbed Him. 

By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 6.—Robert Inglis, a 
young athlete of Yonkers, underwent a 
remarkable operation in St. Joseph's 
Hospital in that city early yesterday. 
He had been stabbed in the heart. The 
surgeons were able to.go to work on him 
within a few minutes after he received 
his wound. His breast was opened, the 
heart lifted out and three stitches were 
taken in it. The doctors then sewed up 
the pericardium, or sack that covers the 

heart. 

Last night he was so well that he 
talked with the other patients in the 
ward, and insisted upon having a drink 
of water. is extraordinary vitality and 
strong constitution are accountable for 
his quick rally from the operation. 

The stitches in his heart were made 
with catgut thread and had to be taken 
when the heart was distended, or be- 
tween beats. Had the stitches been made 
when the heart was contracted they 
would have torn away when the heart 
swelled again with blood. It was neces- 
sary for the doctors to remove a portion 
of two ribs on the left side before the 
heart could be taken out. 

The doctors watched the case with 
deep interest. A few hours later Inglis 
regained consciousness. In an hour he 
was able to talk. He identified the man 
who had stabbed him during a quarrel. 

The doctors say Inglis fs living much 
longer than they expected he would, and 
it is possible, but net probable, that he 
will get well.

CROWN WINS AT 


POLLS; PORTUGAL 


BIOTS CONTINUE 





Paris Hears Troops Patrol Lis- 
bon Streets; Serious Out- 
break Is Feared. 


PARIS, April 6.—News of an over- 
whelming Government victory at yester- 
day’s Portuguese elections and of a re- 
newal of the disorders which followed 
immediately on the closing of the polls 
reaches here simultaneously from Lis- 
bon. 

The rioting broke out in many quar- 
ters of Lisbon as if by prearrangement 
last night, and soon reached such pro- 
portions that it was necessary to call 
out\ the troops and fire on the mobs. 
Several disturbers were killed. The riot- 
ing was scattered and irregular today. 

Following the street affray of yester- 
day three newspapers, the organs of the 
Francists, the Regenerators and _ the 
Nationalists, were mobbed. The crowds 
finally fled in terror to their homes, the 
cavalry pursuing the groups through the 
streets and dispersing them as they 
sought to reform at the street corners. 

Troops Patrol Streets, 

It is becoming rapidly more, general, 
however, and indications were that the 
situation would become serious by night- 
fall. Strong bodies of mounted tfoops 
are patrolling the streets, breaking up 
all gatherings. 

Reports indicate that the trouble is 
general throughout the kingdom. The 
disorders are apparently the result of 
the Republicans’ conviction that they 
were cheated at the polls and would 
have won but for the alleged Govern- 
ment frauds. Gerrymandering, repeat- 
ing, the disfranchisement of many qual- 
ified voters by jugglery of the voting 
lists, and, in some cases, even ballotbox 
stuffing, are charged by the _ radical 
leaders. 

Voting Is Heavy. 

The vote was so heavy and communi- 
cation with the rural districts is so slow 
that it may be several days before full 
returns are received. It is certain, how- 
ever, that the Government and its al- 
lied parties will have at least two-thirds 
of the members of the Cortes. 

Supporters of the exiled ex-Premier 
Franco are well represented, and the be- 
lief is growing that it will not be many 
months before he will again be in Portu- 
gal, at the head of the Gov ernment, and, 


perhaps, wielding his old dictatorial 


power.

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MAKING A MARK OF BOODLE. 

“What shall we do with the House of Dele- 
gates?” will be a question in St. Louis, and 
nothing more than a question, until good men 
organize, subscribe money for legitimate ex- 
penses, secufe volunteers for service on the fight- 
ing line and move upon the works of boodle 
with system and determination. 

As everyone knows, there is now a combina- 
tion which controls the situation in that cham- 
ber. It is made up without respect to party. 
Political appellations have no meaning in the 
House. As the division which takes place there 
is between the honest and the dishonest, the 
problem confronting the people is how best to 
reinforce the honest men and how soonest to 
diminish the numbers of the unworthy. 

Under the ward system more than one election 
may be necessary to give honest men a majority, 
but if the work be intelligently and persistently 
pushed good results wi'l be seen at once and 
there will be ample encouragement for continued 
effort. 

Party organizations, even when well disposed, 
have not been found able to deal successfully 
with this question, and naturally so. The issue 
is moral rather than political, It calls for per- 
sonal independence and freedom from complica- 
tions which are not often found in political par- 
ties. 

A compact organization of public-spirited men 
of high character whose standing in the commu- 
nity ‘would be accepted at once as evidence of 
their disinterestedness would approach a matter 
of this kind in the only way now open which 
would give the slightest promise of success. Such 
a body would investigate and pass judgment 
upon candidates. It would persuade good men 
to enter the field. It would give facts as to the 
lives, habits and associations of men who as- 
pired to office. It would encourage the honest 
men already in the House and it would put back- 
bone into several who are only indifferently hon- 
est. It would recéive assistance from the reput- 
able press which political organizations could 
not always hope to gain. If wisely managed it 
would vitalize decent public sentiment and make 
it effective at the polls. 

It is easy to talk about abolishing the House 
of Delegates, but, if that were possible, what 
would take its place and how much better would 
it be? First or last, the people who feel the need 
of good service in public office and who are will- 
ing to devote thought and labor to that object 
must do something worth while thembelves, 
Tasks as formidable as this have been accom- 
plished elsewhere. There can be no doubt of the 
ability of St. Louisans to make a success of this 
undertaking if they will go about it in the right 
way. 

There is an opportunity here for distinguished 
service in an affair that affects our own homes 
and lives most intimately. Men of ability and of 
the right spirit ought not to be wanting in such 
an emergency. 
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THE MYSTERY OF GEORGE B. CORTELYOU. 

There used to be in this country a man of the 
name of George B. Cortelyou. At one time he 
was a well-known public character. He lived at 
Washington, D. C., where in earlier years he was 
actively employed by the United States Govern- 
ment. His occupation gave him an acquaintance 
with many public men, and there was a time 
when he took quite an interest in politics. 

As a reward for hits faithful service to the na- 
tional administration he obtained a responsible 
position in the United States Treasury through 
the appointment of President Roosevelt. It used 
to be said that he was ambitious, and at one 
time he recefved favorable mention as a states- 
,man of promise. As late as the fall of 1907 there 
were publications even as far West as St. Louis, 
Mo., that confidently came out for George B. Cor- 
telyou for President of the United States—and 
that was the last we heard of him. 

What has become of George B. Cortelyou? Any 
information that will clear up the profound mys- 
tery of his sudden and silent disappearance 
shortly after the panic of 1907 will be gratefully 
received by an anxious public. As last recognized 
he was~described, as about 56 ft., 9 in. in height, 
weighed 175 lbs., had dark hair tinged with gray 
land worn pompadour like Senator La Follette’s, 
wore rimless glasses, dark clothes and a reserved 
and solemn demeanor. Habits exemplary, though 
he sometimes carried considerable money on his 
person. When last seen he was in New York 
City in the company of Pierpont Morgan. 

Can anybody furnish a clew to his present 
whereabouts and occupation? Is he banking in 
|New York? Or is he still in Washington? Is he 
Secretary of the Treasury still? And is he still] 
running for President? 
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BYRON NUGENT’S DEATH.
